~The Nikolaiefl Courier announces that the
harbor of Bebastopol will probably bs com-
pletely free from obstruction by the end of
next year. On the Sth of May the hull of the
Sviatoslav was raised fromn the bottom, and
the remaing of the other submerged vessels, the
Czesm, the Maria, and the Rotislav, will, it i3
expeoted, be recovered in the course of the
snmmer, Ag several of thess vessels are snuk
at great depthe, the Courier belleves the har-
bor will be opened for navigation some months
before the linal diving operstions are com-
pleted.

~The inlended gale of the Chatean Lafitte
vineyards has set peopls gossivping on wine,
and the following facts are related ju contra-
diction of the proverb that wine improves by
keeping, M. b. Bt. Aroand states that he was
on a visit in 1834 to the Chateaun Lafitte,
when claret of 1795, a vintage held in high re-
pute durivg the Directory, and which was
drank as lale as 1530, was pat on the table,
Its iavor was almost gone, aud the wine was
provonneed worthless. A gpscimen of the
famons comet year, 1511, was devlared to be da-
geperated, but still was drinkable. The wine
par excellence which was pronounoed parfact,
was gome of 1510, which had [been ten years
in wood and five years in bottle; thersfors in
1834 it was fifteen yearsold. This, it appears,
is the precise age at which superior olarel
should be drank.

— Lettors which have reached Paris from
Muuich contain brilliant acconnts of the great
musical solemwnity of the year, namely, the
first representation of Wagner's “Maitre Chan-
tenrs de Nuoremberg.” The orchestra was
under the direction of Von Bulow, son-in-law
of Liszt, the latter great master being one of
Richard Wagner's earliest friends. The artists
were all Germans, belonging to the opera
houges of Berlin, Vienna, Angsburg, aud Darm-
stadt, The King, who occupied the royal
box, sat on the right of Wagner, who is
a man fifty-five years of age, and who was
remarkably indifferent to the applause of
the multitude; but so continned and anthusi-
astio were the calls for the author, that Richard
Wagner was compelled to appear in front of
the box aud receive the ovation of the audi-
ence. The King is described as an extremely
handsome youvg man, who, in spite of the
example of his grandfather, leads a very gaiet
life, and is, as you are aware, entirely ab-
gorbed by art, but by no meauns given to tha
society of its feminine interpreters. It wonld
appear that some of the seenss of the new
opera are comiecal in the extrems, and the
mwnsio itsell is strangely imbued with the vis
comica, and excited the hilarity of the grave
German audiencs,

The Servian Conspiracy.

Thé Ferviau conspiracy seems to have origi-
nated with a society ecalled “*Serbska Omla-
dips,”” or “‘Young BServia.” It i3 com posed
of young men, principally students, and is
spread over the whole coantry. It has many
members in foreign countries. It is a spe-
cialty of the association that it mever holds
mestings except in the vacation tims—that is
to say, between July and September. Bervia
Lias po university of its own, bat the Servian
youth are gent for the most part, at the ex-
pense of the Biate, to loreign universities in
France, Austria, Germapy, and Switzerland.
These young Servians form committess in
each university under different names, Those
who study in Vienna for example, have a com-
wittes oalled Zora, or Aurora. Their objeots are
partly recreative, goientific, and literary. They
publish every year an almavac, containiog
original patriotic tales and scientific articles
on subjects which were the objects of study in
the various committees. The Omladina is the
pame of the association formed by the entire
body of stndents, when they return to Servia
for the vacation. It is a kind of student con-
gress which meets in Belgrade, with the con-
gent and noder the surveillance of the autho-
rities. The different committees give an
account of the labors of the past year, and
agree as to the work of the next year; and
the resolutions adopted are adhered to with
gernpulous exactness, The last meeting of the

Owladina waeg  presided over by M.
Grofe, an  ex-Servianm  Minister; and
wus dissolved by the Government

on acconat of the tumultnous pature of the
proceedings. These young men are animated
with what they deem grand BServian ideas;
and they were not very favorable to Prince
Michael, whose sole merit in their eyes was
that he had freed the conntry of Turkish gar-
rironsa, t\t‘-t'Ol'dillg tothe ftalian f.'flI'f'('a;amldH?Il‘-'
itis pot Prinoe Alexander Karageorgevitoh, but
Lig rom Peter, who has been at the head of the
conspiracy. It is stated in a letter addressed
from Semlin to the North East Corvespondenc
that Mazaillo, a Captain ef engineers, and tha
fmmedinte anthor of the attack on Prince
Michael's life, was shot on the 19th in the fors
tress of Helgrade.
